Dates from this port are to the 16th August. The London 
mail of the 26th June arrived out on the 11th August. The 
affairs of the Municipal Council had engaged much attention. 
We give a report below, and extract the following from tho 
Friend of China:— 

“We learn from the minutes of our Municipal Council’s 
proceedings of yesterday, that in view of the discouraging 
answers by residents to the proposition for assessing a lighting 
rate, the arrangement made by the Public Works Committee 
with the Gas Company, to give them $61} per lamp falls 
through, and that, for the present, there will be no gas in 
Shanghai streets. This has to be looked on as a death-blow to 
the Gas Company, for if people will not take their gas, there 
is no use in making it; and softhe affairs will have to 
bo wound up. Such a sorry conclusion as this could hardly 
have been anticipated by those who took shares in the 
expectation of a dividend of at least twenty-five per 
cent.; and ina spirit of warm sympathy for these victims 
of a misplaced confidence—confidence that the individuals to 
whom they confided their money and its management were tho 
right men in the right places—we should suggest » demonstra- 
tion—an ousting of their present directory and honorary ‘ in- 
efficients,’ (or better word ‘ obstructives’) and the creaticn of 
anew boardfprompt and determined to make a temporary 
sacrifice rather than that of a scheme so eminently calculated 
to benefit the public shall fall to the ground altogether, 

“The thing is simple. Such new directory would have only 
to say to the Municipal Council: We repudiate the grasping 
acts of our predecessors—we are ready to give you five hundred 
street lamps for one year certain at the sum originally tacitly 
stipulated by our Provisional Committee, viz. £5, or say $25 
per lamp per annum; and if atthe end of the year we find 
our books balance on the wrong side, we shall trust to the 
liberality of the community to give us better terms in the year 
ensuing.’ 

“We think if the Gas Company would speak out in this way, 
there would be no necessity for our waiting until the state of 
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the public finances enable the Public Works Committee to re- 
commend the lighting of the streets with g 

On the death of Mr. Reddie, the same paper says :—In the 
person of Mr, Reddie, of the firm of Holliday, Wise, and Co., 
the Shanghai community lose a valuable member, and one who, 
ou the Municipal Council, as next year we might have expected, 
could have given us much valuable assistance. As a Justice of 
the Peace in Hong Kong, Mr. Reddie was a model non-stipen- 
diary, qualified to this by his once having held the office of 
Sheriff of Bombay, As stated in the obituary, he dies deeply 
regretted by all who knew him. The firm of Holliday, Wisc, 
and Co., with which he was connected, is among the oldest and 
most respected in China, and he ably represented it. 

The new local postage stamps are great curios, and should be 
bought up in quantity to send home for the illumination of 
postage stamp albums, ‘There are four kinds, viz, two cau- 
darecns in black—four candareers in yellow—eight in green, 
and sixteen inred. In size, the superfices, as compared with 
Hong Kong stamp, is as 528 to 270—that is to say, they 
are almost as large again, and exhibit the following ex- 
pression. In the centre a device intended to represent 
a dragon, though unmistakable as a caterpillar or 
glowworm. On the top, in English, Shanghai L.P.O., and the 
Chinese characters for Shanghai. On the bottom the value, 
say 16 candareens, and the Chinese characters for Kungpoo, 
and the local designation of the municipal council, On the 
dexter side the value in Chinese characters, as one macs and 
six fun, and on the sinister, Shuisinkwan, Post-office, In use, 
both scissors and paste are required, the one to clip, the other 
to effect adhesion. As we say, the local postage stamps are 
curious, figuratives of the times, 

The steamer Lalla Rookh, as she lay aground on one of the 
Rugged Islands, has been the scene of a melancholy occurreuce. 
Some twenty Chinamen went on board for the purpose of en- 
riching themselves with such portions of the cargo as it was 
Possible to lay hold of. While busily engaged in collecting the 
booty, the vessel shifted her position and sank with such 
rapidity as to prevent the escape of the pilfcrers from the 
hold. They were of course all drowned. The inhabitants of 
the surrounding islands celebrated the event by fearful howl- 
ings avd lamentations, 

The regular monthly meeting of the North China Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society was held at the society’s rooms. In 
spite of the extreme heat of the weather, a large assemblage 
gathered to hear two papers on Mongolia and the Mongolians 
read. One was from the pen of the Rev. J. Edkins, of they 
London Missionary Society, a gentleman well versed in all ap- 
pertaining to the tribes which frequent the vast plains to the 
northward of the Great Wall ; the other was written by Mr. 
C. Mitchell Grant, who has enjoyed many opportunities of ob. 
taining information of the most reliable kind. The length of 
both these communications prevented any discussion, 

The steamer Viola has been sold, through the Dutch Minis- 
ter at Shanghai, to the Japanese for $95,000; her cargo has 
been transhipped to the Glengyle, which vessel will bring it on 
here, 








MUNICIPAL BEPORTS, 


Presented and Approved at the Monthly Mecting of the Council held 
August 7th, 1865. 

‘The Finance, Rate and Appeal Committee report that consequent on 
the new and revised assessment upon land and houses having tobe made, 
it has been impossible to have the tax papers sent out for these at the 
usual time. The assessments are, however, now almost completed, and the 
taxes for the quarter beginning Ist July will be collected on the new 
assessments. The assessments are almost without exception ata much 
lower value than formerly, and it is to be presumed that the difficulty of 
former over-assessments having been thus met, these taxes will now be 
promptly paid, 

Town Durs.—As H.E. the Taoutai refused to sanction this measure, 
although passed by the Land Renters in public meeting assembled, the 
moatter has been referred to Peking by the representatives of the ‘Treaty 
Powers, Inthe meantime tho wharfage dues will be collected as before 
authorised, but the absence of this town due must have a very preju- 
dicial effect upon the Munieipal finances, and prevent the carrying out of 
many very desirable measures of urgent necessity. 

Witartace Dvugs.—H.E. the Taoutai refuses to make any further 
contribution than that he has paid for some years past, unless allowed to 
collect fram Chinese resident in the settlement, a collection your Com- 
mi tee deem emicently und:sirable. 

Cituxtse Taxes.—To lessen the chances of malpractice in the col- 
lection uff-hese, your Committee autiorised the collections to be in future 
nade in uohars aud cash, instead of as before in taels and candareens, 
and that the assessment paper shall contain on its face in Chinese and 
Enuiish the sum in dollars and cash to be so cullected. 

Locat Post.orrice.—Postage stamps have been issued, and can be 
obtained at the ‘local post-olfice. They have been availed of to a fair 
extent, but it remains with the agents of steamers to make this office pay. 
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Hf, on the arrival of steamers, the agents would as a rule send Chinese 
letters to the Post-office instead of allowing their compradores to distribute 
them, it would much assist in making the establishment self-supporting. 

Mr. D. CaMPBeLt was prosecuted by your Committee for having his 
house open for the sale of liquors without “a licence, and was duly con- 
vieted by H.B.M.’s Consul. , 

Boanpinc-House Tax.—An objection has been raised to the onerous 
nature of this tax, and your Committee have not forced the collection, 
pending further investigation. 

Your Committee propose to draw up a complete statement of the finan- 
cial state of the municipality as soon as the new assessment papers are 
completed. They will be circulated amongst the members of Council, 
together with a list of such taxes as have not been paid, with the names of 
the defaulters, and then your Committee will request your decision on the 
whole question, 








PUBLIC WORKS COMBITTER. 
Gas.—Your Committee are glad to say that the Gas Company has 
shown great willingness to alter the draft contract in the points where it 
was considered one-sided, and an amended draft has been agreed upon. 
The Finance Committee, however, have not considered it desirable to 

ask permission from the Land Renters to sign this contract before ascer- 
taining whether residents generally will consent to meet the greatly i 
expense of lighting. A circular, setting forth the expense to 
and showing the contributions that would be required to meet it 
with very unfavourable responses, as shown in the tabular statement hereto 
appended, It is now for the Municipal Couneil to decide what further 
any, are to be taken in the matter.*

Extension or Pexixc Roap.—Active steps have been taken to carry 
out this improvement as far as Fokien Road, and the line will be opened 
up thus far at an early date at very trifling expense. 

Extension or THe Bunp Lixs.—In front of Messrs. Siemssen and 
Co.'s new houses, this has been sanctioned to the extent of a few feet, to 
bring the line even with the wall of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.'s 
compound, as also to form a betier entrance to Peking Road. The im- 
provement will be carried out at the expense of Messrs. Siemssen and Co., 
and others benefited. 

Dancerovs Sravcrures.—Several of these exist in various parts of 
the settlement, and the late very heavy rains have tended to increase the 
tisk. Your Committee have called the attention of H.B.M. Consul to 
the most pressing case, that of some houses belonging to Mr. Kennedy in 
Hankow Road. One had fallen into the road, and an order bas been ob- 
tained to remove the rest that threaten the lives of the passers-by. 

Scavey or HoNG-qug.—The plan of Major Jebb has been handed 
to your Committee. It is not thoroughly finished off owing to Major Jobb 
leaving Shanghai. A liberal discount having been made for this, the 
account is recommended for payment, 

WATCH CoMMITTER. 

Your Committee report the strength of the police force at 105 men, 71 
being Europeans and 34 Chinamen, 

Your Committee again recommend a discussion with the Superintend- 
ent as to the best means of dealing with tbe securities of the Chinese 

jolice. 

Your Committee beg to bring to the Council’s notice the question as to 
private watchmen being brought under the control of the Superintendent 
of Police, so that a decision may be come to as to the terms on which 
such arrangements can be made, and also as to policemen doing duty at 
certain public places, Post-office, &e, 

Your Commitice have to report a serious attempt on the part of certain 
public chair-coolies to create a monopoly for carrying chairs in the settle 
ment, which has been carried to such an extent that several cases have 
already been brought before the Mixed Court. ‘The attempt is not yet 
put down and your Committee recommend that most vigorous measures 
be used by the superintendent to bring all cases at once before the proper 
authorities. It is hoped that with the assistance of the Consulate 80 
serious a disturbance will soon be put down, 

You Committee regret to report that a number of foreigners fully armed 
prowl about the settlements at night, evidently prepared for the most 
desperate attack or resistance, and it is recommended that special attention 
be drawn to the names of men thus known on the list of unemployed and 
vagabond foreigners, which is monthly sent to the Consulates, It will be 
saistactory to the Council to learn that a notorious blacksmith’s shop in 
the Muloo, the conscant haunt of * rowdies,” has been broken up.

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Letter relative'to the sum of 1,000 taels, outstanding during the time Mr. 
{ Pickwoad filled the post of Secretary. 
Shanghai, August 4th, 1865. 

Dear S1n,—I observe in the published minutes of the last meeting of 
the Municipal Council, a notice that it had determined on retaining 1,000 
taels due to Mr. Pickwoad, by wav of covering a discrepancy in the 
Council's accounts during the time of his holding the post of Secretary. 
As this implies that Mr. Pickwoad has defaulted to that amount, I feel 
bound, as an intimate personal friend of that gentleman, to write and re- 
quest that the affair may be put in its proper light before the public, and 
the slur, which some may consider at present attaching to Mr. Pickwoad’s 
name, removed. 

From several conversations with Mr. Pickwoad on thesubject, I believe 
the discrepancy is accounted for as follows :—A Chinaman named Sankee 
was indebted to the Municipal Council in the sum of 1,000 tls., on behalf 
of the Chinese Detence Committee, which was subsequently declared by 
him to have been paid to the then treasurer. This gentleman denied 
receipt, but Sankee proving that a bank order for the amount had been 
cashed, declined, as he said, to pay again, and the matter has remained in 
suspense ever since, the claim being unsettled between Sankee and the 
then treasurer, whom alone the dispute concerns. Mr. Pichwoad was, I 
believe, and am fully borne out in saying, never even stated by Sankee to 
have received the money. 

I trust that the Council will give this letter equal publicity with the

A case of importance, between Messrs. Gilfillan and Messis. 
Glover and Co., is reported in the North China Herald. 


(Before C. A. Wixcnesten, Esq., H.B.M. Consul.) Sir E. Hornby, 
N. Latimer, Esq., and $. Breuell, Esq., Assessors. 

‘The plaint in this case was to the following effect :—That the plaintiff 
employed the defendants as his brokers to sell the steamer Chusan, for the 
im of $80,000 at Nasasaki. And the defendants received the vessel 
and were offered and could have obtained $80,000 for her. Yet they did 
not sell the steamer as they had undertaken to do, whereof the plaintiff 
has suffered great loss, and been put to divers outlays and expenses, for 
which he claims Tis. 28,000. 

‘The defendants pleaded a general denial of the allegations of the plaint. 

Previous to opening the case H.B,M.'s Consul remarked that when it 
was brought on fortrial last year, Mr. E. J. Hogg was one of the Assessors. 
In consequence of his inability to attend on this occasion it became 
necessary to appoint a gentleman to act in his stead. Sir Edmund Hornby 
had consented at his request to act in that capacity, and he had also 
solicited the attendance of Mr. S. Breuell. It only remained for the 
parties concerned in the case to decide as to which person they would 
Prefer to act as Assessor in the room of Mr. Hogg. 

Mr. Myburgh suggested that both Sir Edmund Hornby and Mr. 
Breuell should sit as Assessors. 

Mr. Eames agreed with Mr. Myburgh. 

Mr. Eames said that he had come into the case at a late date, as when 
it was tried before, Mr. Pollard had appeared on behalf of his client. 
‘He could therefore only take the minutes as he found them. From them 
he discovered that at the former trial of the case the question of damages 
was reserved, ‘This, he would remark, has been @ very common though 
not universal practice in Shanghai. 

Mr. Myburgh said he recollected one case in which he was engaged 
when the question of damages was considered separately. On that occa- 
sion he objected to, thus making two cates out of one. 

Mr. Eames said that the question of damages had been left outin this 
case, and he therefore knew nothing about it. From the minutes it did 
not appear that any objection had been made to reserve the question of 
damages, and when the plaintiffs case was concluded, it closed with an 
excepts of that question. He thought it strange how it became under- 
stood that the defendants were to adduce additional testimony at this the 
adjourned meeting. 

Mr. Lawrance said that when the case was tried Mr. Pollard was not in 
a position to state the amount of damages, as he had not all the documents 
bearing upon the case in hia possession. Mr. Pollard was aware that he 
(Mr. Lawrance) was going to apply for an adjournment. 

‘Mr. Myburgh said that as Mr. Eames was not prepared just then to settle 
the question of damages, and had laboured under some misapprehension, 
it would be unreasonable for him to insist upon the case being tried as he 
had contemplated. He would consent that the liability of the defendants 
should first be considered and then the question of damages. 

Sir Edmund Hornby said that there were two questions to be decided 
—the question of fact and the question of law. The case for the plaintiff 
might be considered concluded, bét the question of damages still remained. 

‘Mr. Myburgh regretted that the state of his health prevented him trom 
doing his case justice, and hope the court would grant him indulgence on 
that account. The action now under consideration was commenced nearly 
@ yearago, and did not in reality come under the jurisdiction of the Court 
at Shanghai, as all the circumstances which led to it occurred in Nagasaki. 
‘The plaintiff, who had all his witnesses in Shanghai, finding one of the de- 
fendants here, and regardless of the expense to which they would be put 
‘and the disadvantage under which they would latour, brought the action 
here. He thought the action thus taken by the plaintiff was harsh and 
vexatious, and that the case should by right have been tried in Nagasaki. 
Mr. Lawrance made an objection at the time to the jurisdiction 
of the court, which was over-ruled, and which should have been 
noted, but was not. The contract for the sale of the steamer 
made between the plaintiff and the defendants were alleged to have 
been broken. The plaintiff relied upon a private letter written by 
Mr. Glover to Mr, Maine, stating that their firm had been offered $80,000 
for the Chusan, but had refused it, This letter, as he (Mr. M.) would 
show, Was written under a mistaken impression as to facts. But he would 
assume, for the sake of argument ithat the facts were true, and he would 
show that the defendants were not liable in law. The plaintiff had not 
shown that in refusing this offer of $80,000, which was the lowest limit at 
which the defendants were authorised to sell, they bad not acted bona-fide 
































.sued by the Japanese. 





and for the interests of the plaintiff. “The presumption in such cases as 
the present is strongly in favour of the agent, and he would submit as 
point of law, that unless bad faith be proved, an agent could not be hel 
liable in damages. Such a contract as that before the Court im- 
plied on the part of an agent reasonable skill and ordinary 
diligence ; and while the plaintiff had failed to show that the defendanis 
were wanting in either, the testimony adduced on the part of the defend- 
ants showed that they had carried out their duties and instructions 
with more than ordinary skill and perseverance. There was abundant 
proof that every exertion had been made, for, failing to sell the steamer to 
their customers, they had offered to divide commissions with two other 
merchants should they succeed in selling her. It should be borne in 
mind that ia China and Japan the course of dealing in such matters is 
very different from that in European countries. From the evidence it 
appeared that in Japan steamers cannot be sold without considerable di.fi- 
culty. It was evident that Mr. Gilfillan intended that kis agents should 
endearour to obtain a higher price than the price specified by him, 
and he (Mr. Maine) thought therefore that had the defendants sold the 
Chusan for the exact sum mentioned in their instructions, while at the 
same time there were reasonable grounds for hope that a better price could 
be obtained elsewhere, they would have displayed negligence, not care. 
Subsequenily Messrs. Glover & Co. were upbraided for not selling the 
vessel at a lower price. ‘There was another point which seemed very im- 
portant. The limit made was a limit of $80,000, hard cask. Now, there 
was nothing to prove that the offer made to Messrs. Glover & 
Co. was for cash payment, In such cases credit was generally required, 
and frequently payment was made parily in produce. He thought 
he might fairly call attention to the usual course of dealing pur- 
‘An offer of this kind was not considered by 
them binuing until the contract was entered into and the bargain-money 
paid over. The natives employed to buy steamers by the Japanese 
Princes have not the power to ratify an agreement, Satzuma, for in 
stance, did it himself upon all occasions. He would submit that if it were 
decided that Messrs. Glover and Co. exercised due or ordinary diligence, 
and had not been guilty of malieasance, the plaintiff was out of court, 
and even if they had committed an error in judgment, they could not on 
that account be considered liable. But there was another important con- 
sideration. The letter from Mr. T. B. Glover to Mr, Maine was evi- 
dently written through a mistake made by his brother, a junior partner in 
the firm, In reality no such offer as stated in the letter had been made, and, 
in the official letter from the house written on the same day and sent by 
the same opportunity, by the express desire of Mr. Glover, nothing was 
said about the offer. He thought it right 10 communicatea fact imparted 
to him by Mr. Gilfillan’s agent. There was nothing inconsistent or dis= 
honourable in this, ‘The mistake arose in this manner. In conversing. 
upon the subject with Mr. Duret, one of Me-srs. Glover and Co.'s agents, 
Mr. Glover used the Japanese language as the medium of communica:ion, 
and it was thus the mistake arose. Another question was how far the firra 
were bound by a statement made by one pariner in a private letter. He 
(Mr. Myburgh) submitted, therefore, that upon the evidence there would 
be no doubt as to the fact that a mistake was made, but assuming 
the statement made in this letter to be true, there was nothing to show 
that the defendants acted in any way but bona fide, and did the beat they 
could as agents, and there was no proof in the evidence of any want of 
reasunable skill and reasonable diligence. (Mr. Myburgh quoted Chitty 
‘on Contracts, page 6, to prove that the letter was rendered nogatory by 
the explanation of the circumstances under which the mistake arose. ) 
There might be cases in which, in consequence of a mistake made by an 
agent, through culpable neglizence and carelessness, his principal suffered 
damage, but there was not a tittle of evidence to show that the plaintiff in 
this case had sustained any loss from such causes. 

Mr. Lawrance said that after the observations made by his learned friend 
it would be unnecessary for him to speak. At this season of the year one 
speech was generally thought better than two. 

Mr. Eames said that in this case the claim was based upon the culpable 
negligence of the defendants. With regard to the letter, if a person 
makes an admission the burden of proof rests upon him to contradict it 
It was for the Court to decide whether the defendants should have made 
the statement they did without being sure of its accuracy, The plaintiff 
certainly intended that the defendants should get as much as possible for 
the vessel. They were, however, authorised to sell it for $80,000. The 
question of discretion advanced by his friend he considered correct as to 
geveral agents, but he held that when a simple agent is offered a sum up to 
the limit epecified, he is bound to sell at that price. If Mr. Ficld’s testinony 
was to be considered so particularly reliable as the de endanis thought it, 
the code of morality on the coast of Japan must be different from that in 
vogue at home, Mr. Field was employed by the Japanese to buy the 
steamer, and by Messrs. Glover and Co. to sell it to the Japanese, The 
Jaws of agency are very clearly laid down, but the difficulty lies in their 
application. In this case, however, it was not difficult to apply them. Le 
thought that the firm should be bound by the letter written by one part- 
ner. The defendants were guilty of negligence in sending tie vessel away 
before the 22nd January, as they were distinctly authorse1 to keep her 
until that time ; in fact, they seemed,to act according to their own pl 
throughout. Although it did not appear that the Japanese had refi 
buy, but had merely not come forward, the steamer was sent away on the 
19th of January, and previous to the 22nd they received a letter from Mr. 
Gilullan, authorizing them to sell the vessel for $75 0UU. If they had kept 
her until the 22ad, this leiter would not have arrived too late. " Ilis view 
of the case was this, that Messrs. Glover and Co. must prove beyord a 
doubt that a mistake was made, They said that the Japaneve agents have 
no power to settle in such matiers, and axain, subsequently, that 
they are not limited to a few thousand dollar. ‘These statements 
seemed inconsistent. If it was true that the gentleman from 
Messrs. Glover and Co. did not speak French, and that Mr. Duret 
did not speak English, and that the conversation about the sale of the 
steamer was carried on through the means of signs and a few words of 
Japanese, all he could say was that it was a very unbusiness-like pro- 




















































ceeding. It was a great pity that the system of symbols employed on the 
occasion had not been perpetuated. It is laid down that when an agent 
has misconducted himself, he must prove affirmatively that the loss entailed 
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on his principals has not resulted from such act. The letter, which was 
the basis of the plaintiff's case, required explanation ; there was something 
mysterious about it. He (Mr. Eames) held that the defendants 
had been guilty of misconduct in not keeping their principals 
preerly informed. Either Mr. Glover must have stated in his private 
letter what he knew to be untrue orconcealed the truth in the official 
letter, nothing having been said in the latter about the offer. ‘The quest 
tion, then, was whether when a positive statement was thus made, the 
defendants were not liable for it. ‘They seemed to go upon the principle 
of not letting the right hand know what the left hand doeth. 

Judgment was entered for the defendants with costs. 

‘The following is a copy of that part of the letter from Mr. T. B. Glover 
to Mr. Maine, which bears upon the case :— 

“My dear Maine,—I am sorry to say the Chusan remains here still un- 
sold. I have been waiting an answer from a prince who offered us 
80,000 dols. for her. At this we were authorised to sell her, but I thought 
it was too little, and would not let her go for less than 85,000 dols. ; so 
‘the man said he would ask his prince once more. 

“ We would not have kept her had we not had apositiveoffer. I have 
promised to wait for three days, and if'a purchaser does not come forward, 
you shall bave her up sharp."” 

‘As wo go to press (says the North China Herald), we have 
received a few notes which should have been in the body of 
the report. The evidence on the part of the defendants taken 
before H.B.M.’s Consul at Nagasaki was put in as read, the 
Court having previously gone through the whole case. With 
regard to the private note written by Mr. T. B. Glover, it had 
been explained iu evidence before the Court that the “ positive 
offer” mentioned therein referred to the offer of $75,000, and 
not to that of $80,000. 

It should also have been noted in the report that during 
Mr. Eames’s speech, when he asserted that if the defendants 
had kept the Chusan until Jan, 22nd Mr. Gilfillan’s letter 
would not have arrived too late, H.B.M.'s Consul remarked that 
it was clear from the evidence that Mr. Gilfillan’s letter (L) of 
January 16th, authorising the detention of the Chusan, had not 
been received by Messrs. Glover and Co, until the steamer had 
left for Yokohama, Messrs. Glover and Co. in their letter (G) 
of January 22nd, saying — 

‘We are just in possession of your favour of the 16th inst. reducing your 
limit for the Chusan to $75,000. This, however, we fear has come too 
late, asthe Chusan was despatched from this on the 1 9th inst. 

After this explanation on the part of H.B.M.’s Consul, Mr. 
Eames apologised for the mistake, which had arisen in conse- 
quence of the shortuess of the time in which he had been 
obliged to get up tke case. 

HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the morning of the 23rd August. The 
London mail of the 10th July arrived out on the 19th August. 

We take the following items from the file of tho Evening 
Mail :— 

We learn, by latest advices from the West Coast, that 
piracy is vastly on tho increaso in that quarter ; and from the 
fearful devastation which the scoundrels cause, are the terror 
of the unfortunate inhabitants. We have reliable information 
that a certain steamer which took a junk in tow down toa 
port on the West Coast was offered by the inhabitants of that 
port no less asum than $40,000 if she would go out and cap- 
ture apirate which was the terror of the ncighbourhood ; and 
if they went out at all even, whether they caught her or not, 
$10,000. Now this offer would no doubt have been readily 
accepted by the steamer in question, as sbo was well armed and 
manned,and could easily have subdued the buceancer, and $40,000 
is not to be sneczed at. But it seems that, had she accepted the 
offer, and accomplished her purpose, the steamer would be 
liable to seizure on her return here, her captain to imprison- 
meut, and her owners mulcted ina heavy sum. A consider- 
able number of gunboats are now lying in this harbour; some 
are ready for sea, and others could be made serviceable in a 
few days. Why, then, if our merchants themselves are not 
to permit their vessels to defend life and property, and capture 
these terrible banes of the China Sca, do not the Government 
send some of these most serviceable gunboats a little oftener, 
to cruise in the vicinity of the West Coast, and make the 
rascals render an account of their misdeeds ? 

Her Mojesty’s Ministers are evidcutly bent on reducing the 
payments from the Imperial exchequer on account of the 
military establishments maintained in the colonies to the 
smallest possible amount. This they have done or are endea- 
vouring to do; first, by extracting from the colonial treasuries 
the largest possible contributions that can with any show of 
decency be demanded ; and, secondly, by reducing the strength 
of the respective garrisons, consolidating their administrative 
atafls, and cutting down the pay, allowauces, &c., of officers and 
soldiers to the lowest figure conceived admissible by the stay- 
at-home clerks of the Treasury and War-office. 





We understand that thieves have been paying uncommon 
attentions to the district immediately in the vicinity of the 
Military Stores for some time back. From a police report we 
are glad to notice that one of the dishonest fraternity in ques- 
tion has received considerably more than he calculated upon. 
On Sunday evening last a Chinaman was observed, by the 
European sentry on duty, attempting to break into one of the 
stores. He immediately fired, and the shot took effect on the 
thief’s side, passing through his body. Having been given over 
to the civil authorities, he is now lying in a doubtful state in 
the Civil Hospital. 

The steamship Oriflamme, Captain Lane, reports having left 
Shanghai onthe 17th August, and passed the Light Ship at 
0.30 p.m, at which time it was blowing a strong gale from the 
south-east. In the river she passed the ships Jndus and Electra, 
both of London and both bound in. Four miles outside the 
Light{Ship, she saw a P. and O. steamer (paddle) bound in, When 
passing Napier Island, at four Pat, she saw a steamer at 
anchor there, with ensign set ; proceeded towards her, and met, 
a boat with the chief officer of the steamer Wokee, from 
Shanghai for Hong Kong via Amoy, who reported that that 
j Steamer had struck upon a rock off Bonham Island, and had 
+ got back to the anchorage at Napier (five miles) before the 





: water put their fires out. Captain Lane sent his chief officer 


} on board to see if any assistance could be rendered them ; but 
| the captain declined receiving any, saying he had just chartered 
a junk for $200 to take] his chief officer and passengers back 
to Shanghai for assistance, as they had six feet of water in 
the hold. 

H.M’s ship Hercules was sold by Messrs. Bowra and Co., 
for the sum of $18,000, 

The trials and changes of fortune of Europeans who have 
joined their lot with that of the Imperialists, or that of the 
rebels, may possibly supply the sensation element in the new 
history of China which has yet to be written. The vicissitudes 
of those Europeans—rowdies, may possibly be the more correct 
term—are pretty often cropping up now-a-days above tho 
general current of events; and those of them who appear to 
be indifferent as to which side they serve seem now, accord- 
ing to all advices, to be gaining the smallest minimum of 
favour possible from either party. We have previously 
noticed the plausible account given by the Imperialists of the fute 
of the political will-o’-the-wisp called Burgevine ; and only in our 
last issue we published from a Shanghai contemporary the details 
of another case of detention of Europeans, who were looked upon 
as having committed flagrant breaches of treaty regulations. 
These mysterious cases—around which the party offended 
appears to throweven more than therequired amount of the mys- 
terious—will give sufficient scope for the exercise of what latent 
skill in diplomacy there may be existing in our present repre. 
sentatives; and they may even add somewhat to the troubles 
which await the acknowledged ability and acumen of Sir R, 
Alcock, As the results present themselves at present, they 
may be simply taken as evidence of the end to which all that 
indiscriminate rowdy assistance lent to either of the belligerent 
must inevitably arrive. 

We are in possession of private advices, to the effect that a 
like failure to that above-mentioned has attended others of a 
similar type, the scene of whose questionable labours have lain 
in the more southerly districts of disaffection. An American, 
named Baffey, we understand, who was formerly one of Gordon’s 
force, was recently brought as a prisoner to Canton, by the 
Chinese authorities. He has, however, been hauded over to 
the only authority legally empowerad to judge the case—viz,, the 
United States Consul, His account of himself and comrades 
is peculiarly suggestive both as to the character of the rowdy 
element, and as to the Chinese services which that element 
affects to serve, Baffey, it seems, joined the rebels at Chang- 
chow; having previously quarrelled with some of the Baron de 
Meritens’ French rowdies at Amoy, at which place he 
had taken service on being discharged from the Imperial 
army when Gordon—the life and soul of the service—retired, 
Afier participating, with twelve other kindred European spirits, 
in the retreat from Ching-chow, he accompanied the Kan-Wang 
into the Canton province, where he took the earliest opportunity 
of deserting, and managed to give himself up to the civil autho- 
rities at Ka-ying-chow. According to his statements, nine out 
of thejthirteen Europeans originally with the rebels have been 
much less fortunate than himself—having either perished from 
disease, or died at the hands of their rebel masters while at- 
tempting to desert, The three still remaining with the Kan- 
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‘Wang,—vis,, Rhode (a German), Williams (an American), and 
an Irishman, whose name we have not learnt—were in a des- 
perate plight. These simplo details all go to prove that re- 
bellion in the southern districts is now decidedly at a discount. 
Baffey will no doubt be duly dealt with according to law by the 
United States Consul at Canton—as ought to be every foreigner 
convicted of the like offence, by the recognised authority of his 
own nationality, 

We were favoured with a minute inspection this morning of 
the steamer Ville de Hoe, constructed by the well-known ship- 
wrights, Messrs. Fergusson, Fisher, and Co., in an inlet near 
Green Island, for Messrs, Russell and Co. Her dimensions are 
as follows :—length, 160 feet; beam, 24 feet ; depth of hold, 
15} feet ; tonnage, 440 tons, builders’ measurement. Her 
engines are on what practical men call the incline principle. of 
80-horse power, nominal, working up to 150. Her frame is of 
thick teak and Molavia wood, her inside planking of Oregon 
pine, and her bends of teak. The cabins are very spacious, 
and she is admirably fitted for passengurs, A light wheel- 
house and other airy dwellings are upon the spar deck. She 
is schooner rigged, and we should imagine, from her general 
appearance, she will prove a very fast boat, By far the largest 
steamer ever constructed in Hong Kong, she certainly reflects 
great credit upon her builders ; and we fancy the Peak will 
raise its head a few feet higher when it sees that the inhabit- 
ants of the little town over which it reigns supreme, can con- 
struct such a vessel with the limited facilities for building 
which Hong Kong at present affords. 

The Evening Mail of the 14th August says:—“In Satur- 
day's Gazetle we observe, by a proclamation of the Acting 
Governor, that the ordinance authorising the supplementary 
estimates has been confirmed and approved by the home autho- 
rities. From a notice communicated by H.M.’s Consul at Boston, 
masters and owners of steamers and passenger vessels trading 
between this and the United States are notified that ‘no ves- 
sels will be allowed to discharge hereafter, bringing passengers 
without passports duly viséd ;? which restriction, however, does 
not apply to ordinary emigrants. Intestate estates’ returns for 
the past half year aro also published. The Volunteer move- 
ment would appear still to be in the possession of some sparks 
of life. Tenders are asked for the erection of head-quarters 
for the corps, to be given in on or before the 21st inst. The 
official recognition of the Hong Kong'and Shanghai Bank also 
appears in this number of the Gazelte, by » notification that 
the notes of said company will be received in payment of 
Government dues.” 

Our contemporary explains to his readers the reasons why

«oly another way of stating that the hardest worked should 
Jave the smallest pay. “ And, fourthly, because they do not 
qink.” This is thefirst time we ever heard of a premium 
teing set upon drinking, and we presume that our contempo- 
nry must be behind with his accounts for “Cutler,” when he 
Pesses his subscribers so hard, for money, and threatens to ex- 
pse defaulting debtors.

‘writes :— During the reign of the usurping sovereign, the legitimate heir 
(let him be honoured with all his titles), Phra Bard Somdetch Phra Para- 
mendr Maha Mongkut Phra Chom Klau Chau Tu Hua, provided for the 
safety of his person, seriously menaced, by withdrawing from the sphere of 
public observation, giving to himself the sacred character of a Budhist 
Priest, and taking possession of apartments in one of the Wat cr temples, 
which form the most prominent objects in all the towns of Siam, and 
especially in the city of Bangkok. He there devoted himself to profound 
study. He not only explored such literature as the ancient Siamese 
records presented to him, but mastered the Sanskrit and the Pali lan- 
guages; of Latin he had acquired such a mastery, mainly by the aid of 
the Catholic bishop, that he was engaged while I was in Siam in writing 
his autobiography in that language, and paid great attention to the English 
tongue, in which he was assisted] by his intercourse with the American 
missionaries, who had maintained their ground in Bang!.ok and its neigh- 
Bourhood, notwithstandipg the persecutions and annoyances of the Court. 
But his principal source of instruction was found in’ dictionaries, and his 
conversation was therefore much combined with words little used in 
ordinary culloquies. For example, he would use zenith and nadir in pre- 
ference to north and south ; his collocation of words is not always gram- 
qatical, but be had alvays an expression at hand, though not in common 
use, by which he very distinctly conveye. bis meaning. He reminded one 
of a man talking through the medium of a dead language, translating his 
thoughts from a language more famiiiar, but not thinking in the language 
which he spoke. On one occasion, when Tread an Englith address to 
him at the time of my formal official reception, he sent for me to the in- 
terior of the palace, said he had understood perfvetly every word but one, 
and of that word he asked an explanation, And this reminds me of one 
‘of those “touches of nature which make the whole world kin.” On my 
first public audience we passed through the centre ofa large hall, in which 
all the principal nobles of the land, clad in garments of gold, lay on all 
fours prostrate with their faces nearly touching the ground, when a curtain 
was drawn, end from a raised tribune at the end of the hall appeared the 
king seated on his throne, clad in gorgeous apparel, a sceptre in his hand, 
arichly jeweled crown on his head, surruunded by “all the wealth of 
Ormus and of Ind.” ‘Ihe ceremony over, he desired to see me in the 
interior of the palace in one of his private apartments, He sat there di- 
vested of every ornament, with no other garment than a shirt; he held on 
his knee a little girl absolutely naked, and with no adorning but a chaplet 
of fragrant white flowers round her head. He asked me to admire her 
beauty—she was his youngest born; and here I may add that I received 
a leiter not very long alter informing me that since my departure from 
Siam five children had been adved to the royal rece. “ Plenty af rayalty,” 
was one ot his Maiesty's expressians, Infact, he rejoiced in tue pe 
of three hundred wises and concubines, which he said ws 
number; his father had seven hundred for his portio 
loudly on ove occasion when T told bim that in and one wite was 
found all-sufficie., He had a drama gut up for our amusement, in which 
no less than a hundred ladies of the Court were engaged as actresses, under 
the discipline of an ugly old promptress, whose scoidings were sometimes 
Jouder than the music uf the piece. ‘The women were of every hue, from 
the snowy to the sable, and of every Oviental race.

exists, through Italy, until a traveller will get there all the facilities he 
meets through Marseilles, and I think that only the well-organised Pe 
sular and Oriental Company can perform such an important service with 
the regularity, speed, and comfort it requires; and for the general benetit 
it is to be hoped that they will shortly be enabled to complete such ar- 
rangements as may be necessary, 80 as to enable them to take thisroute 
in hand.

TEA. ;

Shipments from China are now sufficiently advanced to Admit of an 
esiimate being formed as to the probable supply of tea, but as the latest 
inteltigence brought by the mail comprises a period of little more than 
two months after the opening of the season, it is as yet too early to ex- 
press any decided opinion on the subject. Exports to Great Britain are 
stated to be, in round numbers, thirty-four million pounds, against forty= 
four million pounds last year ; and to the United States, three million 
four hundred thousand pounds, against four hundred thousand pounds last 
Fear; thas showing a decrease of ten million pounds in the shipments to 
this country, and an increase of three million pounds in those to America. 
Assuming, then, that the extra three million pounds shipped to America 
represent a corresponding reduction in re-shipmenis from England to that 
quarter, we have still a deficiency of seven million pounds, or nearly a 
month's consumption, to deal with, But statistical comparisons, if 
they are to be of any real value, ought to extend over several years; 
and if this test be applied in the present instance, it will be found that 
the exports from China during the months of June and July, 1864, 
were more than seven miilion pounds larger than in the same months of 
1863, and nearly equal to the first three mouths’ shipments of the previous 
season, so that the deficieney of the present as compared with last year 
is, of itself, no proof that the crop isa short one. ‘The season of 1864-3 
Was remarkable, not only as showing the largest total export of tea, but 
J also for the unusua'ly heavy shipments of its two opeuing montha,—those 
! for July alone having exceeded twenty-one miilion pounds,— and the 
| nearer assimilation to the practice of former years which is observable 
| this season would appear rather to be a subject fur congratulation, if it 
| allorded any guarantee for more careful gpreparation of the leaf, and con- 
sequendy ensured a larger proportion of useful, if uot finer teas, Bu 
advices from the principal ports in China do not bear out this fovourable 
view—on the contrary, they rather lead to the opposite conclusion—bein: 
unanimous as to general inferiority in quality, and also, with one exception 
as to relative deticiency in supply. 

We do not propose at present to consider the opinions as to the qualit 
of the new season's teas, but, with regard to quantity, we learn trot 
Shanghai that, “notwithstanding the fine weather during the picking ¢ 
the first crop of Black Tea, the yield has proved 30,000 chests short ¢ 
last year,” and the accounts of the crop of Greea Tea recvived from th 
same quarter, thongh less circumstantial, are not more encouraging. A 
Han\ow the s2ttlements and contracts are stated to be one-sixth less tha 
[at the same time last_year, but the stock was 8,000 chests larger. and th 
| would reduce the deficiency to about one-seveath; while at Kinkiang th 
arrivals were 20 “chops,” or 17,0U0 chests, less than last year. At Fo 
Chow, on the contrary, the arrivals to date had been about on a par wit 
| those of last year, and the sales and contracts larger, but the stocks for t 
| present year showed an appreciable deficiency. ‘These reports do it 
{indicate “any expectation that the supply this scason will be larg; 
but they certainly do not prove that it will be deficient. It shod 
be remembered that these statements are relative, and that © 
{comparison is made with the season 186463, the largest a 
j record; and, further, that they are only reliable so far as coucus 
| the teas actually received at the ports, all estimates as to thw. 
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on the way or yet to be forwarded being necessarily very im- 
fect. For insiance, what under ordinary circumstances would 
the practical value of any calculation as to the probable yield of any 
given crop in England? And yet this could be made with great ra 
by taking advantages of the facilities for locomotion and intercomm: 
tion enjoyed in this country, and by a comparison of the opinions of 
trustworthy and well-informed persons interested in the subject on which 
information was desired. China does not possess these advantages, and 
has in addition a much larger area to be traversed before even the roughest 
estimate could be formed ; that is, unless the testimony of native dealers 
and others interested in misleading the foreign merchants is to be accepted 
without verification. It may be argued, on the other hand, that the quantity 
of Tea which it received up to a given date in one season is a fair criterion 
of the amount that is likely to follow, but calculations made on this prinei- 
ple must be frequently upset in a cou itry so unsettled as China, where the 
communication between the ports and the interior is liable to be cut off 
at any moment by the rebels, and where goods are exposed to capture by 
pirates in the course of transit by water. Very little reliable information is 
obtainable as to the more remote districts of China, and the fact that smaller 
supplies have this year reached the ports may perhaps be due to causes of 
which we are entirely ignorant; for instance, the picking and 
preparation of the leaf may have been interrupted by the presence of the 
ebels, and supplies may have been for the same reason retarded at the 
various stages of their progress from the interior, or the meansof obiain- 
ing money to discharge ordinary incidental expenses may have been, 
wanting. That this last cause may have operated to some extent seems 
probable enough, judging om the reports as to the financial difficulties 
in China, which were widely circulated in this country some mouths ago 
as these, if they did exist to any extent, could hardly fail to restrict 
somewhat the circulation of foreign eapital through the country. Know- 
ing the vast extent to which tea cultivation is carried cn in China, and in 
the absence of unfavourable weather, there is little probability of any 
scarcity of leaf, and it therefore seems reasonable to conclude either that 
exceptional causes have delayed its arrival at the coast, or that the prices 
ruling do not offer sufficient inducement to the holders to undertake the 
risk and cost of transmission from remote places, coupled as it is with the 
further risk of having to pay for unlimited and illegal tolls along the route. 
If the former supposition be correct, the tea will come forward quile as 
‘soon as it is ited, but in the latter case higher prices will be required 
to tempt supplies down from the outlying districts. It is thought by 
some that when intelligence is received in China of the high prices paid 
here for the first two cargoes of the present season, purchases on the 
reckless scale of former years will be at once resumed. It is to be hoped 
that this anticipation may not prove correct, but should it do so, there can 
be little doubt that, the demand once raised, the supply will follow. 

Prices have remained firm this week under circumstances sufficiently 
adverse to produce flatness, if not to cause a reaction. The Tea market, 
being practically a cash one, is particularly sensitive to any advance in the 
value of money, and the fact that the Bank rate has been raised 14 per 
cent. in four days—the last and largest portion of the advance having 
taken place while the public sales were actually in progress—might natu- 
rally have been expected to influence prices. Then the sales were 
unutually large, at least for atime when purchases of old Tea were for 
the most part suspended, and when all were waiting for further arrivals of 
new season's shipments, several cargoes of which were known to be close 
at hand; thus neither an advancing money market, nor a large supply 
offered without reserve, has produced the slightest reaction ; on the con- 
trary, Congous from Is. to 1s. 2d., which were strongly represented at 
the sale, sold remarkably well ; while with regard to other descriptions a 
decline was observable only in a few isolated instances, It would, there- 
fore, appear that the market is in a more satisfactory position that for some 
time past—a position equally removed from the extreme depression of the 
year 1864, and of the first three months of 18635, and from the still more 
extreme elation which followed the reduction of duty in April last. 

At the public sales of China Tea, which commenced on Tuesday, 
25,000 packages were offered, and of these about 20,000 were without re- 
serve. Prices generally were very well supported, especially those of 
good common to fairish Black and Red Leaf Congous, and this was 
rather surprising, es the bulk ofthe Congous consisted of these descriptions. 
This firmness may, however, be due to. an impression that the high price 
of fine Tea would increase the consumption of the medium and lower 
sorts, and that the latter would in consequence improve in value. Low 
and dusty Green Teas, as well as medium Scented Capers, sold rather 
more easily, but in other kinds there is no change to notice; several 
breaks of coloured Japan Tea were taken for shipment. By private con- 
tract there has been very little doing, as the trade are still waiting for 
further samples of new season's Tea. Four vessels from Fow Chow, one 
from Hankow, and one from Canton, are in the Channel, and others are 
reported to be close at hand, so that a large business may be looked for as 
soon aa the samples are placed upon the market. 









































THE DEATH OF MISS BAXTER. 


In our issue of the 28th August the death was recorded of Miss Baxter. 
Feeling that the death of so good a person should not pass unnoticed in our 
journal, we have obtained the following notice, which has been published 
in the Record anda local paper :— 

Our obituary records the death of a lady who was a native of Doncaster, 
and who, for the last five years, has been carrying on an important mis- 
sionary work in the remote colony of Hong Kong, in China, It is now 
many years since Miss Harriet Baxter lett Doncaster, and ceased to take 
part in the parochial visi:ing, and the schools of this town. She laboured 
assidiously both here and in Westminster, and wherever she might happen 
to be residing, in every good work, and was unwearied in her efforts for 
the improvement and religious enlightenment of the poor around her. 
In the year 1859 she received an invilation from the Bishop of Victoria 
and Mrs. Smith, who are so well known in the neighbourhood of Don- 
caster, to undertake the care of an important school, which was abou: to 
be established in Hong Kong. The post was an arduous one, and no 
English lady could be found to undertake it. Miss Baxter, after much de- 
liberation, resolved to go out to Chinas a volunteer, aud to become a 








missionary both to the female Chinese population and also to the wives 
and children of our soldiers and sailors, who require so much care in di 
tant colonies. She went out and laboured there at her own expense, re- 
ceiving subscriptions towards the support of her schools, but contributing 
the greater portion of their maintenance from her own resources, 

She sailed ia 1860, in the ship which carried out Lord Elgin to his 
Chinese Embussy, and was shipwrecked with him at the Point de Galle. 
She bore testimony to his noble calmness and courage, as the ship was 
going to pieces, and she passed hima with other ladies to the boats, while 
he stood on deck waiting his tum with the gentlemen in the midst of the 
storm. Arrived in China, with her books and all her baggage lost. or 
irreparably spoiled, she devoted herself to the study of Chinese; and in a 
comparatively short time, though possessed of no talent for languages, her 
indomitable perseverance enabled her to make herself understood by the 
Chinese women and children, She founded two schools for the better 
class of children, one for boys, English, Chinese, and half.castes; and 
anotherffor girls, English, and half-easter; and she afterwards added a 
third school for poor Chinese girls, and a fourth for poor Chinese boy 
Among the more numercus inmates of these schools che had about seven- 
teen orphans, of whom she considered herself the es protectress. 
After a time the school for poor Chinese boys was undertaken by the 
Missionary of the Church Missionary Society, Miss Baxter retaining a 
supervision as visitor, and aiding with advice. For the upper Bov's 
School she bad obtained the services of a master from the Highbury Col- 
leye, trained by our former pastor, the Rev. C.R. Alford. ‘This master 
only arrived a short time ago, and was scarcely seitied in the school. 

Besides these schools, she was indefatigable in visiting the poor, and in 
recalling the wives of soldiers or sailors to the Protestant faith amidst the 
temptations of surrounding Paganism and the activity of the Roman 
Catholics. In that hot climate, where exertion becomes a labour, and ex- 
posure to the sun is dangerous, she wended her way with untiring zeal 
from quarter to quarter of the town, and from school to school, en- 
couraging her teachers, canvassing for contributions to her various charities, 
relieving distress, and speaking of the Gospel in their own language to the 
Chinese women. In this way five years were passed, chequered with many 
trials and at first with much opposition, and attended with constant 
anxieties for the result of her labours. Once she fell into ill heaith and 
feared that she should be taken ar before her work was crowned with 
success. But a voyage to Macao was the means of restoring her to health, 
and from that time to her last illness she enjoyed almost unusual strength. 
When the fever seized her, she was on the eve of returning home. At 
first it attracted little observation, as the fever of the country is 
no unusual visitor at Hong Kong. But it soon became evident ‘that 
it was a mortal sickness, and in spite of all that medical skill and 
the unremitting care of friends could do, she breathed her last on the 30th 
of June, Her death was felt as a public loss, and her remains were ac- 
companied to the grave by a large number of the inhabitants, and laid, in 
fultilment of her wish, in that portion of the cemetery set apart for sol- 
dievs nd salloen arate Whout abe lisd dancsa teach good. ‘Thus has 
passed away a noble and heroic spirit, after carrying out a work from 
which brave men might have shrunk; unflinching in her labours, careless 
of danger and disease, and self-denying and patient, sagacious in discera- 
ing the steps to be taken, and managing the resources at her command 
with a wisdom and economy which doubled their results; supported and 
animated by a missionary spirit which led her to consider it the duly of 
her life to devote all her energies to the spread of the Gospel, and 
counting herself happier in her death when her work on earth was finished, 
than if she had been spared to return to her dear ive land. 

More than five years ago (writes Bishop Smith) Miss Baxter 
dedicated ber life and talents to the work of Christian education among 
Chinese females ; and went to Hong Kong unsupported by any missionary 
society, and dependent for the pecuniary means of working out her bene- 
ficent schemes of missionary usefulness on her own private resources and 
those of her family, with the assistance of the Sociely for Promoting Fe 
male Education in the East, and other friends on the spot. In the multi- 
tude and variety of her zealous and energetic labours she prematurely 
wore out her strength, and has entered earlyinto her rest. How great has 
been the loss sustained by the missionary cause in the removal of this 
devoted and efficient labourer is proved by the sorrow prevalent among 
Europeans and Chinese at Hong Kong, where she has stcured a perma: 
rent place in the affectionate memory and respect of the native race, for 
whose benefit she cheerfully sacrificed the endearments of her native land 
and home. Amid the mournful regrets for her loss, the sympathy of many 
Christian friends is excited on behalf of her afflicted family, and especially 
her worthy and respected father, in this season of trying bereavement. 
Prominent himself in every good work of Christian activity at home, he 
has made the most valuable of all contributions to the missionary cause 
abroad. To few parents has fallen the privilege of offering up the costly 
gift of so precious a daughter on the altar of missionary self-sacrifice. 
Cheerfully as ke has borne, for the sake of the Gospel, many years of 
reparation from his beloved daughter, we doubt not that he will now be 
sustained by the comforting assurance that her work is done, and that she 
is now present with that Saviour whom she so ardently loved and served,

We regret to record the decease of Miss Baxter, who died this morning 
(30th June) at nine‘o’clock. Ofall thehonest labourers in the East, she was. 
preeminently the first. She was unwearied—we are sorry we cannot add 
unweariable—in well-doing. Selecting, voluntarily, a sphere of usefulness 
for herself, this resolute and good young lady determined to come to 
China and educatenative children in the sublime doctrines of Christianity. 
For years she has laboured like a heroine as she was, training her litle 
flock with kindness and assiduity, asking no man’s help, but fighting alone 
under a tropical sun, in the most unselfish manner. Totally unpretend. 
ing, she boned only to a sense of duty, and she bore the yoke meekly, as 
the good can only do. 

We were not personally acquainted with the late Miss Baxter, but we 
have had a hundred opportunities of noticing her purc enthusiasm in the 
cause of good. At a future time it will be proper to tay more on the 
subject, but grief for her loss is too deep to allow of any further remarks.

TELEGRAPHS AND RAILWAYS FOR CHINA. 

Recent accounts from China furnish us with the latest pre- 
liminary action taken by English residents in Hong Kong and 
Shanghai to introduce telegraph and railway communication 
into the country. We regret to learn, through a correspondent 
at the former colony,* that the committee appointed to inquire 
into the feasibility of carrying out Sir MacponaLp SrePHEN- 
son’s projected line, have reported unfavourably of their appli- 
cation to the Chinese for their sanction to such an undertaking, 
The experimental line was to be from Canton to Fatshan—the 
Birmingham of the Quang-tung province—some twelve miles 
long, and the estimated traffic purely Chinese, in goods as well 
as passengers. Therein, we are of opinion, lay the weakness of 
the project. Here was a body of foreigners proposing to es- 
tablish a new system of communication by land so as to 
supersede the existing traffic by water, without themselves 
having anything but an infinitesimal interest at Canton in the 
traffic. Had the scheme projected been laid at first between 
two points where British interests prevailed, such as the Kow- 
loon shore and Canton, or better still, Shanghai and Woosung, 
the application would have been made with greater weight, in- 
asmuch as the introduction of a railway was simply for foreign 
convenience in trade, according to the improved means of com- 
municationintheir own country. By placingthegroundsof appli- 
cation on this basis the Chinese authorities could not easily refuse 
their sanction in granting a concession to the committee. As it 
was, they sought for power to lay down a line acrossa densely 
populated country, and into a manufacturing town where no 
foreigner resides. In this light it was, to the suspicious 
Chinese mind, an innovation of such a character as to bear a 
Political siguificance, especially if they remembered the attack 
upon Fatshan, when their flect of gunboats was burnt in 
1858. Under these circumstances we are not surprised at the 
Provincial Government refusing to give their support or sanction 
to the proposed line ; and, as far as the general question of 
railways for China is concerned, it is to be regretted that this 
special application was made, for it may be held as a precedent 
in future applications. We likewise express our regret that the 
efforts of Sir MacponaLp SrerHenson have been for the time 
frustrated ; but he is not the man to give up at the first failure 
of his plans, and we trust he will mect with success at his next 
attempt to put them into practice. 

While this railway project has so far failed in the South of 
China, we note the first step taken to establish the sister scheme 
of electric telegraphs in the North, where a short line has been 
attempted in the vicinity of Shanghai, by an adventurous 
British resident named E. A. ReyNotps ; but not without coming 
into ;collision with one of the petty Mandarins, through whose 
distr ct the line is intended to pass. As far as we can 
learn from the imperfect report of the affair in the local 
journals, it would appear that Mr. ReyNoips, without saying 
to the authorities “By your leave, I am going to lay down an 
“electric telegraph, on the European system, between Shanghai 
“and the Kin-toan beacon at the entranco of the Yang-tsze,” 
he commenced to lay his posts along the line of route. As he 
is Well acquainted with the prejudices of the Chinese pea-

sautry, from a long residencein thecountry, he curried favour with 
the small occupiers of land to respect his posts by distributing 
cumshaws of cash among those whose farms he crossed. More- 
over, he “refrained from commencing operations until the wheat 
“had been gathered in, when, apprehensive of disturbing tho 
“ possible arrangements of the villagers, he had the holes made 
“with an augur, which removed no more earth than was abso- © 
“lutely necessary to make room for each post.” This showed 
a judicious care not to interfere unnecessarily with the people’s 
land—for which he deserves |credit—and he thought all was 
right for constructing his telegraph, But he reckoned without - 
his host, for the magistrate of the small town and district of 
Chin-za, or Chuen-sha, went and deliberately cut down the 
posts already fixed in the ground. Itdoes not appear 
that this functionary warned Mr, Reynoups of his in-- 
tention ; but we strongly suspect that some communica- 
tion must have taken place, in requesting him to 
pay some subsidy ‘to the Mandarin for permission to lay the 
line, which probably was refused, Be that as it may, it was a 
greve oversight on the part of Mr. Rernoips to commence 
operations without obtaining the sanction of the Chinese autho- 
rities, This was especially necessary as the land he passed 
through was on the Pootung side—literally, the easf-bank of the 
Wong-poo River—and beyond the concession or settlement 
occupied by the British residents on the west bavk. However, 
the British Consul deemed the vandalism of the petty Manda- 
rin a case for complaint to his superior officer the Taoutai, or 
Chief Magiatrate of Shanghai City ; who promptly ordered him 
to replace the posts at his own expense. So far this is satis- 
factory, and reflects credit on the liberal views of Tixe the 
Taoutai. But it would have been much better if Mr. Revnotps 
had gone legitimately to work and secured the concession to 
lay the telegraph from the proper native authorities. Itis this 
apparent contempt for the laws of the country which often 
causes mischief between foreigners and Chinese; and there is 
no precedent in any country or people throughout the world 
pretending to civilisation for committing such acts against 
authority. Moreover, it would appear, in the absence of 
anything to the contrary, that this is a private telegraph 
to be laid down under the control of one person, and 
we presume to be worked for his exclusive benefit, without 
the supervision of the British authorities. However much we 
may compliment the projector on his enterprising spiritin the 
matter, we do object to his having this exclusive means of com- 
munication between Shanghai and the seaboard, as it may tend 
to subvert the very advantage it professes to give. The Kin- 
toan beacon is seventeen milesin a straight line from Pootung 
Point, and, from the level nature of the country, the telegraph 
may not diverge foot to the right or left, Vessels passing up 
to Shanghai sight the beacon, where a boat can easily bourd 
them in ordinary weather. By this means information of 
an important nature may be conveyed to Shanghai a 
day or two in advance of the route by Wooosung, some thirty- 
six miles, should the tide not serve to proceed beyond the 
“ marks.” In that time this telegraph, under the control of 
private individual, might convey exclusive intelligence which 
he may sell at an extraordinary charge to the merchants. We 
know that exclusive information has been obtained by the dis- 
patch boats of private firms calling at Yang-tsze Cape, and 
sending couriers overland to Shanghai, at an enormous cost, 
but that was “all fair” in the prosecution of Chinese com- 
merce, The case is different in this instance, where it comes 
under a public methodof conveying intelligence over public lands, 
subject to public authority ; and the foreign residents of Shanghai 
are entitled to have some control, if not the Chinese authorities, 
over the telegraph messages. Wearesurprised that the British 
Consul at Shanghai did not see it in this light, and advise Mr. 
Reywoxps to make his telegraph a public undertaking, under the 
control of the Shanghai British Chamber of Commerce. The 
days of exclusiveness in the China trade are rapidly passing 
away, when private monopoly should be discarded. Whatever 
be done in the future for introducing telegraphs or railways into 
China should be done legitimately, under the sanction of the 
constituted authorities, foreign as well as Chinese, and the 
means for carrying them out should be by associated enterprise 
under the control of a responsible body of directors. We hope 
soon tosce an influential company formed to carry out tele- 
graphic communication on both banks of the Wongpoo, and the 
still more important undertaking of constructing a railway 
from Shanghai to Woosung, with docks and warehouses commen- 
surate with the trade of the great emporium of North Chins. 
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CHINA GRASS, 

The active spirits of Rouen seem determined to establish 
China grass amongst the materials of their manufacture, and 
a company has been formed with a capital of three millions of 
francs, divided into shares of five hundred francs each, to carry 
the matter into practical operation ; and, amongat other things, 
to erect works in the“neighbourhoodf'of {Rouen for the disin- 
tegration, combing, and cottonisation of the fibre. The com- 
position of the company promises well for the undertaking, 
the directors consisting of the President of the Tribunal of 
Commerce of Rouen; the Maire of Rouen, one of the Deputies 
for the Department of the Seine Inferieure, and another gen- 
tleman—all three of whom are likewise members of the Ad- 
ministration of the Bank of France, as well as of the Council 
Qeneral of the Department, or of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Rouen, or of both ; two other members of these latter bodies, 
one of the directors of the Comptoir d'Escompte of Paris, a 
merchant of Rouen, and M. Canoby, formerly merchant, aud 
prime mover in the undertaking. 

The subscription was kept open in Paris from the tenth to 
the twenty-third of September, and a certain number of shares 
were taken up, and it is expected that the rest will be placed 
in Rouen ard its neighbourhood. As regards the economical 
portion of the question, we have already given in our columns 
all the information existing. | With respect to the capabilities 
of the fibre for cottonisation, for spinning and working either 
‘as cotton or as silk, separately or mixed in various proportions 
either with cotton or wool, and for bleaching and dyeing there, 
can be no question; those who have not seen the yarns and 
tissues exhibited at the Chamber of Commerce of Rouen, and 
at the Society of Arts in London, may do so at the present 
moment, if not at the house of the society, at the offices of the 
company in Paris, No. 41, Rue Taitbout, where we examined 
them a few days since. In the present condition of the silk 
and cotton trade, the practical introduction of a new fibre, 
always an important event, is of special interest; and con- 
sidering that China grass may be obtained not only from China, 
but from many other parts of the world, and also that it can 
be grown without difficulty and, it is stated, economically in 
Western Europe; the attempt of M. Canoby and his friends 
deserves to find favour in the eyes of the commercial and 
manufacturing world, and we heartily wish that it may be suc- 
cessful. China grass and its products have lain far too long in 
the museums and amongst curious miscellanies, it is quite time 
to set it to work and try its value. 


THE NEW GOVERNOR FOR HONG KONG. 

Sir Richard Macdonncll has not yet arrived from Nova Scotia, 
and it appears by the last advices to be doubtful when he will 
quit that post. The following is an outline of Sir Richard’s 
career. In 1838 he was called to the bar in Ireland, was Chief 
Justice and subsequently Governor of the Gambia from 1843 
to 1851. In 1852 he was appointed Governor of St. Lucia. 
In 1855 Governor-in-Chief of South Australia, In 1864 ap- 
pointed Governor of Nova Scotia. Although our Government 
will not confer the appointment on Mr. Mercer, it appears they 
are willing to allow him to hold the reins as long as possible. 





THE TELEGRAPH VIA ST. PETERSBURG AND 
KIACHTA. 

Last mail brought intelligence from Shanghai that Mr. C. 
Mitchell Grant was endeavouring to obtain subscriptions—from 
the merchants of that place, to the extent of 5,000 taels, in 
50 shares of 100 taels—for the purpose of establishing line 
of couriers from Tientsin across Mongolia to Kiachta, Mr. 
Grant estimates the distance via Kalgan at 1,098 miles, and 
that a pony courier service can accomplish that distance in 64 
days—being about 168 miles per day, or 7 miles per hour, 
From Shanghai to Tientsin the steamers are generally under 
four days, and allowing the transmission by telegraph from 
Kiachta to St. Petersburgh and London to be one day, the total 
time would be about 11 to 12 days. Mr. Grant estimates that 
if 20 messages can be obtained per week fur nine months it 
will yield 24,000 taels, while the outlay would be 17,000. ‘The 
liue from Kiachta (or rather from ‘I'roitskosavsk, about four 
versts distant) is open, and in daily communication with St. 
Petersburg when the lines ure in order, but this is just the 
trouble ; the wires aud posts are coustantly being blown or 
washed down, and for some time past we have been receiving 
telegrams from Kiachta varying from one to fiftcen days, Mr. 


Reuter’s agent (Mr. Bishop) has been stationed at Kiachta for 
a long time, but their united efforts, with all their-advantages, 
have not yet resulted in organising a service of telegrains from 
China, From the following paragraph in tho Bforning Post it 
would appear that other persons also contemplate making a 
trial of the matter. We believe that one of the telegraph com- 
panies in London have a hand in this latter project. Should 
any, Progress be made in it we shall inform our readers. 

e construction of a line of telegraphic communication is proposed 
between Europe and China via Russia by way of her frontier wading 
town of Kiachta, by which our Goreroment and merchants will be able 
to bave news from China in from 10 to 12days. There is already one 
line in existence, but it is exclusively the property of the Russian Govern- 
ment, and strictly used for political purposes only, whilst the new line will 
be free toevery one. The Russian Government has been applied to by 
the London interest of the projected line, and has cx-officially expressed 
its approbaticn and intention of supporting the undertaking. 








Continental Kntelligence,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Oct. 8. 

The Minister of the Financial Department presented the 
Budget for 1866 in the sitting of tho 23rd of last month, 
and delivered his annual speech, in which he was fully justified 
to congratulate the members of Parliament and the whole 
country with the state of the Treasury. ‘he ordinary expen- 
diture for 1866 is estimated at 74,000,000f,, while the ordinary 
income will make up a total of 64,000,000f. To provide 
the deficit of the 10 millions, and likewise for the 313 millions, 
which will be spent for extraordinary expenses, the favourable 
balances of the years 1863 and 1864 are assigned, which 
amount together to 12 1-5th millions, besides the balance of 
the East Indies (batig slot) to 25 millions, and the last term of 
the sold Scheld duties to 3 1-5th millions, Under the extra 
ordinary expenses appear 14} millicns for the sinking fund of 
the National debt, 134 millions for the construction of State 
Railways, 14 million for the waterways to the sea from Rotter- 
dam, Amsterdam, &c. Twenty-five millions from our Eat 
Indian possessions is very much ; it is true that Mr. Betz told 
us that the public service in India will not want such large 
sums asin former years,and that the prices at which the 
produce are estimated are very low; but I think it was pre- 
ferable that a part of that large amount remained in the East 
to extend there the European element, which should be the 
best lover for the social development. 

Perhaps our own expenditure could be diminished also enor- 
mously. The Finance Office requires 11,600,000f., the Marine 
Office, 9,043,000f. ; Home Department, 23,295,000f. ; and the 
Colonial Office,only 3,760,000f.; while 12,766,000f. are assigned 
for the War Department, which amount is very much too ex- 
cessive for a country like Holland. In general, however, this 
budget made a very good impression, and doubtless it will tend 
to strengthen the position of the Cabinet. The Opposition and 
its organ the Dayblad does its best to impugn the accuracy of 
the statemeuts ; but these prophecies of evil have been uttered 
mauy times already that the public does not believe one word 
of the Tory assertions. 

Tho address, in reply to the Specch from the Throne, caused 
only a very unimportant discussion of one half-hour. The 
Colonial question was not touched at all, while the Bill about 
the cultures, which was laid some days ago before the mem- 
bers by Mr. Fransen van de Putte, will, offer perhaps, oppportu- 
nity enough for an animated debate. This very important but 
voluminous Bill, which ought to be translated in full for your 
English readers, while it gives a sketch of the cultures since 1830 
to the present year, contains the following principal points :— 
‘The Inland proprietors will come into possession of those grounds 
which they use now individually or by interitance. The coffee- 
gardens belong to the State. It is forbidden that Europeans and 
foreign Orientalsshall bo in possession of groundswhich belonged 
to the natives. After a lapse of five years this stipulation 
will be revised. The obliged delivery of coffee to the Govern- 
ment by natives is maintained. The !Government is able to 
interfere to continue the existing sugar-contracts when these 
are expired, and to establish new ones. Without this inter- 
vention no sugar manufactures can be established. Without 
doubt this Bill will make a very favourable impression 
in Java, becaase it proves that our Government inclines 
uiore and more ty introduce in our co'onial possessions 4

‘Advices from Vienna allude to arrangements which aro re- 
ported to have been entered into with Messrs. Rothschild, 
Barings, and Hope, for an Austrian Five per Cent. Loan of 
£5,000,000 or £6,000,000, at 74, with a sinking fund that 
‘will cause it to yield a rate of interest equal to about § per cent. 

‘The biddings for bills on India took place at the Dank of 
England. ‘The proportions allotted ~— were—to Calcutta, 
£102,700; to Madras, £24,000 ; and to Bombay, £80,000. 
The minima prices were fixed at the advanced rates of 
Js. 11d. on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 11$d. on Bombay. 
Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 11}d. will receive in full, 
avd on Bombay at 2s, about 29 per cent.; above those prices 
in full, ‘Tiese terms show a considerable increase in the de- 
mand for means of remittance, consequent on the receat rise 
in the cotton-market. 

An extraordinary general necting of the sharcholders of the 
London and Bom Bank and General Financial and Insurance 
Agency Corporation (Limited) will be held at the London 
Tavern on the 20th December next, for the pur pose of emending 
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the title, changing it to that of “The London, Bombay, and 
Mediterranean Bank (Limited),"- and repealing or altering 
various regulations contained in clauses of the articles of as 
sociation. It is rumoured that several other banks lately 
formed in India, and having London branches, will amalgamate. 
‘The Scinde, Punjab, and Delhi Bank, formed in London about 
two years since, is also mentioned for amalgamation. 

Mr, William Dent, senr., chairman of the Thames and Mersey 
Marine Company, atid Mr. James White, M.B., have joived the 
board of the Credit Foncier and Mobiliet, 

Ata meeting of creditors of Messrs. Lindsay and Co., of 
China, it was resolved to accept of a guarantee fund of £90,000, 
which the partners, H.H. Lindsay and R. C. antrobus, had 
‘obtained from their friends. This 8um would yield dbout 7s. 6d. 
‘on the amount of theit estimated liabilities, It was expected, 
however, that some other assets would yield 2s. 6d., making 
10s, in all. Great complaints have been uttered by creditors 
that the firm did not stop long ago. It appears that the losses 
incurred by the banks by this firm have arisen on local bills and 
loans, and that the bills on England, with some exceptions, have 
been all duly honoured. Local loans for houses of any standing 
is a new and dangerous institution in China, and pretty certain 
to indicate a result similar to that of Messt's, Lindsay and Co. 
Among the exceptions we utiderstand there are two bills in the 
hands of the Bank of Hindustan, one for £4,000 on Messrs. J. 
W. Cater, Sons, and Co,, of Mincing-lanie, and one fot £6,000 ont 
Messrs, Springfield, Sin and Nephew; of Coleman-strect: It 
Appears that both these hitises had granted their credits in 
favour of Messrs, Lindsay and Co., but that having gained 
some information as to the state of tho firm previous to the 
presentation of the bills, they declined to accept them. Whilo 
we do not presume to enter into tho Jegal grounds for such 
refusal, we think it only right that the fact should be kuown 
to the mercantile communities in the Far East. The case 
appears as flagrant as the one noticed in our last issue, where the 
anks refused to deliver up shipping documents on receipt of 
the aniount of the bills drawn against them, Aty mercantile 
firm in this city which is not prepared to give honour to its 
bw art, deliburately granted in the shape of a “Letter of 
Credit,” should certainly be ostracised. It is not of import- 
ance, nor do we know on what particular grounds these bills 
were refused, but assuming that Messrs. Lindsay and Co. drew 
them in anticipation of the shipment of the goods against which 
they were intended, and that previous to the shipment they 
stopped: this isa matter to adjust with them, and measures 
should not be adopted to visit the sins of the drawers upon the 
holders of the bills. By granting a credit, without a clauso 
stipulating that shipping documents were to be attached, or 
what is termed “a clean credit,” the grantors took upon them- 
selves all the responsibility. We understand that the Bank of 
Hindustan has entered suits against these firms, and we presume 
that they withhold their consent to the arrangement for liqui- 
dating Messrs. Lindsay and Co.'s estate above-noticed, pending 
the result. It is to be hoped that Messrs. Cater, and Messrs. 
Springfield, will both agree to accept these bills, and thus preserve 
the integrity of a “ Letter of Credit.” 

The Ceylon Government Loan of £100,000 in 6 per cent. 
debentures, offered to public competition on the 14th Sep- 
tember, by the Crown agent for the colonies, but of which 
ouly £10,300 was taken, has, it is understood, now all been 
disposed of at the minimum originally declared, viz., 104. 

On the first arrival of the new teas considerable excitement

Gd. in the hands of one broker, were sold 
through another at 2s, 9d. ‘This sort of wild dealing gave rise 
to much dissatisfaction, and some dealers refused to operate at 
all.

About this time last year we deemed itnecessary to bring to your special 
notice the extreme prices paid in China for teas, the novel system adopted 
of burrying them to this market by the expensive overland route, and 
pointing out its disastrous tendencies. —_ It was satisfactory to us that our 
views coincided with those of most of the importers, and it was equally so 
to find by your firm determination not to encourage such an unwise course, 
the losses’ fell upon those who committed the error. ‘This season, in 
China, there was a return to thes ound principle of purchasing teas with 
a steady thoughtful care as to their value, thus enabling importers to 
sell their fine teas at exactly the prices we iniicated, viz., 2s. to 2s. 6d. 5 
but we regret to find that an opposite course has been pursued here the

The Board of Trade Returns for the month and eight months 
ended the 31st August again present a falling off in the value 
of exports, which is more marked than for some time past, and 
must in o great measure be attributed to the general dulness 
of trade, ‘Tho total declared value of exports for the month 
of August was £14,158,648, against £16,274,269 in the samo 
month of 1864, and £14,088,814 in that of 1863, which is a 
decline compared with the former period of £2,115,621, but 
an increase over the latter of £69,834, For the eight months 
of the present year the total was £102,400,696, against 
£108,716,219 in 1864, and £89,751,852 in.1863, which is a 
decrease as contrasted with 1864 of £6,315,523, but an increaso 
over 1863 0f £12,648,845, We thus find that up to the end 
of August the export trade had not regained the volume 
acquired by it last year; yet, comparing tho first eight 
months of the present year with the same period of 1864, tho 
falling off is of little practical importance, while by comparison 
with 1863 the increase is considerable. Ainongst the features of 
interest it may be noticed that the value of the exports of cotton 
“piece goods” amounted to only £3,247,981 in August, 1865, 
against £4,775,185 in 1864, and £3,745,332 in 1863. Ona 
comparison of the eight months’ figures the falling off is not 
80 large in proportion, the shipments of piece goods having 
amounted to £27,685,461 this year, against £30,051,112 in 
1864, and £2],819,908 in 1863, ‘These returns aro perhaps 
too early to show the effect of that revival of trade with America 
which wa3 generally looked for now that the civil war is over, 
but probably those published at tho end of October will tell a 
more encouraging tale. The trade with the Far East, as far as 
distinctively classed, is represented in those returns by tho 
following figures :—

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

‘Tea.—During the past fortnight our market hus been steady, although 
the amount of business has been limited, owing to the absence of further 
arrivals with new teas (with the exception of Canton kinds), the trade only 
buying old season's teas for immediate wants. We fear that the rapid rise 
in the value of money will tend to keep the prices of old teas low for some 
time longer, as speculators will not be tempted into the market, notwith- 
janding that our deliveries for the past month again show the very satis- 
factory amount of 12,000,000 Ibs. Further arrivals of new teas, principally 
from Foo-chow, are announced, and will be dealt inthis week. In broken 
leaf and dusty kinds of Congou the few sales made have been at previous 
prices ; the fair to good common show no material alteration. In the 
grades next above these some sales have been made at rather easier prices. 
Tn good flavoury kinds, of old import, a few parcels hase changed hands 
at about former rates. In good to fine Kaisows there have been 
no transactions, in the absence of further supplies of new season, 
In common to fair blackish-leaf kinds there has been but little 
inquiry, and prices are rather easier. In medium kinds there is no 
change to notice. In fine to finest but little has been done, but the 
quantity left in first hands is moderate. The new-make Canton kinds, 
ex ‘ Burdwan,” did not meet with a very ready sale, and prices for these 
must be quoted rather lower. In Colongs there have been large transac- 
tions, chiefly in the common to good qualities, for export to America, 
and prices are fully Id. per Ib. higher. In Souchonys there is no altera- 
tion to notice, Flowery Pekoes are only saleable at low prices. ‘The 
first arrivals of Scented tea, of new season, did not meet with so much 
attention as usual, but sales to a fair extent have been made from Is, 8d. 
to 2s, 6d. per Ib. for Capers, and 2s. to 2s, 8d, per Ib, for Orange Pekoes. 











In old season's common to fair have sold at full prices, but the good to 
fine show a further reduction of Id. per Ib. There have been further 
purchases of uncoloured Japans, which are now very scarce even at 1d. 

2d. Yb. advance. The Public Sales of Indian Tea passed off with 
spirit, the finer kinds realising full prices, but the commoner kinds 
selling rather lower. In Green Teas the deliveries for export 
continue very large, and further orders from America having come 
to hand, prices for suitable kinds have advanced Id. to 2d. per Ib., and 
Young Hysons and Imperials are now difficult to be met with at prices 
which exporters can pay. Hysons show no change. Good to fine Gun- 
powders have sold Id. to Qd. per Ib. higher. The commoner 
kinds are still comparatively difficult of sale. Canton-make 
remain neglected, and are only saleable at very low prices for'all common 
to fair qualities. The public sales of the 28th ult. comprised 1,494 
packages of Indian tea, of which 923 packages were sold, those of the 
Brd inst. comprised 24.879 packages of China tea, of which 19,940 
packages were sold, nearly the whole being without reserve. The letters 
Were delivered on the 30th ult.., latest dates being Hong Kong, August 
12; Shanghai, August 4; Foochow, August 5; and Hankow, July 29, 
‘The stock in the United Kingdom on the 30th ult. was estimated at 
76,400,000 Ibs., against &4,500,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity afloat 
at 98,160,770 Ibs., against 41,935,000 Ibs. Arrivals announced are the 
Burdwan, Broadwater, Flying Spur, Young Lochinvar, Belted Will, 
Eliza Shaw, Pakwan, Black Prince, Ziba, Min, and Yangtze. 

‘Stux.— We have had extensive business in China silk during the past 
month, mostly, no doubt, of a speculative nature, but on the whole fairly 
backed up by purchases for actual consumption, The demand has been 
principally for the better descriptions of Tsatlee, which are becoming com- 
paratively scarce. The home trade are still the largest buyers, though bu- 
siness has been done for export, and latterly Chop Silk has boen sold for 
speculation at some advance on previous rates. In Japan silk but little 
business has been done owing to the scarcity of available scrts; unfortue 
nately, the first arrivals of new Mibash do not present us with the size and 
quality required, though they have realised very high rates ; but by the last 
advices from Japan we are led to expect a better assortment in future un- 
loadings. The deliveries for the month, 3,174 bales of China, and 1,082 
bales of Japan, show a considerable improvement on those of previous 
months. The reports from Lyons agree in stating that, in spite of the 
tolerably large arrivals of Asiatic silk to mske up for the scarcity in Eu- 
rope, the best report that can be made is that there is just sufficient anim: 
tion exhibited to hold out aslight hope for the future. For some time, 
however, the transactions in tissues of fine quality cannot be very large 
seeing that the stocks are very low and are daily becoming smaller, and 
that it is dificult to obtain first-class raw silk except in very small quan- 
tities.
